DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment, received 1 2/21/201 0, lias been entered into tine record. 

2. Claims 1-5, 7-14, 16 and 17 are pending. Claim 1 is currently amended; claims 
2-5, 7-14, 16 and 17 are previously presented; and claims 6, 15 and 18 are cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -5, 7-1 4, 1 6 and 1 7 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record falls to teach or suggest in combination as claimed, the 
features of Independent claim 1 . Specifically, a method for the production of a plurality 
of optoelectronic semiconductor chips comprising the steps of: providing a chip 
composite base comprising a substrate and a growth surface; forming on the growth 
surface a mask material layer with a multiplicity of windows, most of which have an 
average lateral extent of less than or equal to 1 micrometer, wherein the windows of the 
mask material layer comprise a plurality of statistically distributed windows having 
varying forms and openings; essentially simultaneously growing semiconductor layers 
within the windows; and singulating the chip composite base; wherein, after the growth 
of the semiconductor layers, a layer of electrically conductive contact material that Is 
transmlsslve to an electromagnetic radiation emitted by an active zone is applied to the 
semiconductor layers, so that the semiconductor layers of a plurality of the structural 
elements are electrically conductively connected to one another by the contact material.
